Senator Ridiardson has introduced legislation to make 
judge’s sentencing records in criminal ease's available to 
the imblie. ’’SB 1527 is designed to begin reversing the 
current trend of excessive leniency on the part of the 
judiciary and go a long way towavvTds restoring judicial 
accemntability to the i>eople of California,” stated Rich¬ 
ardson. SB 1527 will require tlie clerk of the superior court 
to maintain a record for for each judge with the following 
information: the name of the ca.se, the charges again.st 
the delendant, the conviction, the sentence handed down 
by the judge, the date of sentence and reasons for dis- 
mi.ssal if applicable. 

SB 1.527 will be scheduled for hearing in Senate Judi¬ 
ciary late March. The Chamber supjwts this bill to make 
judges accountable to the people they are paid to serve.

So often we tend to over¬ 
look the minuscule in na¬ 
ture. Those tiny crystals 
growing half-hidden in a 
rock crevice. Or the tiny 
flowerets of obscure mo.sses 
growing along the spreading 
rots of an old oak tree. 

A (Xiuple of summers ago 
I was building a deck in out¬ 
back yard. One day while 
fightin.g the heat and smog, 
I noticed a slight movement 
in front of me, about .knee 
level. But because I was 
struggling with a stubborn 
2x6 deck support, I ignorea 
t he fluttering nearby. 
Tbraugliout my labors that 
morning, however, I kept 
noticing a flitting motion

problem is vexing enough, with the loss of jobs resulting 
from the flood of illegals, etc. This decision will make 
matters worse. 

It is estimated that there might tie as many as ten 
or twelve million illegals in this country today. They are 
naturally enough, clustered arounct metropolitan centers, 
in heavily populated areas where they are more easily 
swallowed -up, or less noticeable. 

To count them in the 1980 census would mean giving 
these areas greater representation in Congress. For the 
435 Hou.se seats are apportioned on the basis of popula¬ 
tion, as determined in the census. Thus areas where smug¬ 
gling is winked at or where authorities fail to apprehend 
or deport illegals are to be rewarded. 

Hopefully, a suit being brought by FAIR (Federation 
for American Immigration Reform) and seeks to force the 
Census Bureau to conduct a separate counting of illegal 
alioins, a counting which would not influence the ap¬ 
portionment of congre.ssional seats. This is very much in 
the national and public interest. 

Already the federal bureaucracy uses illegals to arti¬ 
ficially hike unemployment figures. Illegals w'hiCh have 
flcxxkHl in, mostly from Mexico, when added to normal 
unemplowmimt, push the unemployment figure up to six 
per cent. Otherwise, it’s now about four per c^nt, wihich 
many (xinsidor a natural minimum. The cost to the tax¬ 
payer of unemploymen pa.v, welfare, food stamp.s, health 
care, etc. is thus also forced sharply upward by illegals. 

Just as pussyfooting politicians, ajid officials of th-3 
Cartc'r Administration, now refer to illegal alients as “un¬ 
documented” aliens, this Census Bureau counting if il¬ 
legals also .seeks to legitimize them. Unless the courts halt 
the prcse.nt Cen.s-us Bureau effort, .states which are lax 
in dicxniraging the flood of illegal alients are going to be 
given new congre.ssional seats.

During our marriagt of 25 
years, my husband has paid 
into the Social Security sys¬ 
tem wliile I have contributed 
to a state teacher’s pension 
plan. I understand this will 
affect my benefits under the 
.social security system as a 
dependent or survivor. Is 
this true?

Answer: 

Yes, unfortunately, your 
benefits under the Social 
.Security system will be re¬ 
duced, unless you were to 
become eligible for youi 
pensio:i before December of 
1982. 

The current law states 
that if, in addition to youi 
social security benefit as a 
wife, husband, widow, or 
widower, you receive a jien- 
sion based on your work in 
puldio employment not cov- 
Mod by social security, your 
benefits will be reduced by 
llie amount of that pension. 

The California Commission 
on the .Statu; of W'omen secs 
this as only one of the many 
inequitie.s for women in thr 
current .Social Security sys¬ 
tem, primarily because it in 
women who hold the ma- 
:iorit.v of low-level public 
employment jobs and are 
largely dependent on wi¬ 
dow’s benefits to help pro¬ 
tect them from living in 
poverty during their retire¬ 
ment years. 

Congress has proposed
